Germans Charge That Vessel Was 
Shelled as Crew Was Escap- 
ing—Six Men Lost. 


BERLIN, ‘May 30; (by Wireless to 
Sayville.)—Six men were lost in the at- 
tack by a submarine on the German 
steamer Kolga, which was sunk in the 
Baltic on May 17, according to a dis- 
patch to the Overseas News Agency to- 
day from Lubeck, where the survivors 
of the steamer have arrived. The dis- 
patch says the Kolga was shelled after 
she had stopped and. that the submarine 
launched a torpedo. which sank the 
steamer as the crew was about to lower 
the lifeboats. 3

**As long as the railroads give good 
service, so long will the railroads have 
good credit,’’ said Mr. Hill. ‘‘ And as 
long as the railroads have good credit, 
Wall Street will come out here to serve 
that credit.

“I live in St. Paul. I do not propose 
to move to New York.

Russians See No Sign of the: Great

PETROGRAD, May 30, (Dispatch to 
The London.

FIGHTS ON RUSSIAN FRONT. 


Rushes on Trenches by Germans 
and ‘Austrians Fail. 


.PETROGRAD, , May 30.—The official 
communication.from General Headquar- 
ters issued today reads: 

After artillery preparation, the enemy 
tried on Monday night to take the 
offensive-in the region, northeast of 
Augustinhof, but was driven back to 
his. own. trenches by our fire, : 

Enemy airmen threw bombs on 
Vileyka station and thé town of Voy- 
stom, northwest of the station, 

Galicia.—In the region of the village 
of Gliadki the enemy opened a violent 
fire with light and heavy guns, 
bomb throwers, and mine throwers on 
our trenches, at the same time at- 
tempting an infantry offensive. Hav- 
ing driven back our advance post, the 
enemy exploded two of our mine gal- 
leries, which were not ‘completely 
charged. Reinforcements hurried : to 
the spot and dislodged the Austrians, 
by a counterattack. They recaptured 
the post and restored the previous sit- 
uation. 

Northeast of Zelena, north of Bout- 
chache, an enemy attempt to approach 
our trenches was frustrated by a 
fusillade and hand grenades. 


“DESIRE AMERICAN AID. 


British and Germans Want Commis- 
sion to Distribute Polish Relief. 


LONDON, May 30.—Berlin advices in- 
timating that. the German Government 
will not accept Great Britain’s counter- 
proposals for the relief of Poland were 
not unexpected by persons interested in 
the plan. Several offers to undertake 
the’ work have originated in Norway 
and Sweden, but both the British and 
the German Governments have indicated 
a ‘preference to-have the ‘work déne by 
the American Commission for thé Relief 
of. Belgium in the ‘event of an agree- 
ment. 

Such work would be entirely super- 
visory, as, according to the original 
agreement, Germany undertook to ap- 
propriate $5,000,000 monthly to purchase 
food, as well as to provide ships for its 
transportation. Therefore it would not 
be necessary to make an appeal to the 
outside ~world for funds to feed the 
Poles. :

contracts. 

‘“There was a_ string of British 
agents in New York,” declared the 
Minister. of Militia. .‘‘They set to 


work pubuycty and privately~ to de- 
fume: everybody not contracting with 
them. Some of this trash (referring to 
letters produced‘at the morning session) 
emanated from some of them—some of 
Sir Courtenay Bennett's hirelings in and 
around New York. This thing went on, 
and Allison, who had been sent to New 
York, General Hughes declared, in an 
effort to break the high fuse prices, 
was discouraged. If my suggestions had 
been carried out they would have saved 
the British Government $100,000,000. 

Sir Sam again referred to Sir Courte- 
nay Bennett. when telling of inquiries 
he said he had made concerning compa- 
nies figuring: on fuse contracts. 

“IT also. made inquiry into Dowler- 
Forbes, the Sir Courtenay Bennett out- 
fit,” he asserted. ‘It was a fake 
scheme, run by: people in the pay of 
Germany. Other interesting facts could 
be brought out. I dropped that com- 
pany.” 

General Hughes made these assertions 
apart from his statement regarding his 
relations with the Shell Committee, and 
has’ not yet’ béen questioned concerning 


them. 

He said: that after the war be- 
gan he afranged’ with Colonel Al- 
lison, who lived at. Morrisburg, on the 
border; to ship munitions across to 
Canada from the United States for the 
use-of the British and Canadian forces.

VIENNA, May 14, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Seventeen thou- 
sand Austro-Hungarian prisoners of .war 
out of about 80,000 confined jn the camp 
at Orenburg, Eastern Russia, have died 
owing to the absence of good sanitary 
measures, bad food, lack of clothing, 
and exposure to the cold, according to 
Report. No. 5,879 of the American Em- 
bassy at Petrograd, dated March. 15, 
1916. 

This report evidently is by an attaché 
of the Petrograd embassy who receritly 
made a tour of inspection of the Rus- 
sian: camps in which prisoners of war 
from Austria-Hungary and Germany are 
being held. It charges the Governor of 
the Orenburg camp with having mis- 
appropriated large sums of money and 
of paying no attention to the complaints 
of the prisoners. 

Several months. ago the Austro-Hun- 
garian Government asked the American 
Government. to inquire into the state of 
affairs prevailing in Russian “prison 
camps in which Austro-Hungarians had 
been confined. To The Associated Preas 
correspondent a high Government of- 
ficial states that at that time the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Government was afraid 
to let the truth become known, and that 
it still poped that the reports which had 
come to Vienna were greatly exagger- 
ated. 

Since then the Government has 're- 
ceived a number of reports, among them 
several from the American Embassy at 
Petrograd. Today the Austro-Hungarian 
Government has. despaired of ever get- 
ting many of its prisoners of war back 
from Russis. Though accurate figures 
are gtill lacking, it is believed that so 
far more than per cent. of all Austro- 
Hungarian prisoners in. Russia have 
died, most of them from camp or filth 
diseases of the order spread by “vermin, 
typhus having the lead. 

he report of the American Embassy 
at Petrograd here cited, and which the 
correspondent has read, shows that the 
camp at Orenburg has forty-five sheds, 
none of which is suitable for human 
habitation in the Winter. Each shed 
has a stove, but at the time the investi- 
gation was made the prisoners said 
that they were given no wood, despite 
the fact that wood for fuel is plenti- 
ful in that part of Russia. F 

The risoners are obliged to sleep 
on wooden benches. without even a straw 
mattress. No blankets have been issued 
them, according to -the report, and the 
men have no other covering than their 
own clothing and the rags left by those 
who have died. Vermin abound, and 
the result is wholesale infection. Nearly 
all the men have been sick at one time 
or another. As a rule they are given 
no medical attention, and are left to 
die, the ig ey States, their suffering be- 
ing eased by their comrades as best this 
may bé done. 

Attached to the report is a statement 
by the investigator, that after he had 
been in camp at Orenburg the Russian 
authorities prevented him from visit- 
ing other points, and that for this rea- 
son he had made up his mind to report 
what he h seen. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government 
has so far withheld from the péople any 
account of what conditions in the Rus- 
sian prison camps are, fearing that 
thousands of families would be sub- 
jected to greet mental torture should 
the actual state of affairs become 
known -to. them. 

It has hoped at the same time that 
the American Government would on its 
own initiative make representations: to 
the Russian Government, the impression 
being that such a step would receive 
better attention by the Russian Govern- 
ment that protests from Vienna.

Colonel William F. Blauvelt Dead. 

Colonel William F. Blauvelt, U. S..A., 
retired, a veteran of the, Indian and 
Spanish-American wars, died yesterday 
at his home in Piermont, N. Y.,.in his 
sixty-sixth year.

Traveler's Status Indicated. by Nu- 
meral All Along the Line— 
Much Red Tape Used. -- 





WARNEMUENDE, Germany, 
16, (Correspondence of The 
Press.)—The last impression of a trav- 
eler leaving Germany nowadays is like- 
ly to be that of. a “lemon rub’’—a 
measure intended ‘to bring. to light, or 
effave, as the case may* be, such maps 
and military information.as may. have 
beer: intrusted to the traveler's skin. - 

According to. the German frontier 
survey officers’ the practice hasbeen 
common enough, but recently grea: t 
vigilance at. all border points has dis- 
couraged such’ # method of getting in- 
formation out of the country. 

The purpese of the lemon rub is to 
develop the drawing or writing upon 
the skin, or remove the chemical which, 
through the action of another agents 
would become visible. Lemon juice, or 
its principal constituent, citric acid, 
will do this without injuring: the skin 
or causing pain. 

At a certain frontier point, the name 
of which was not given, 127 persons 
were detained and treated to the lemon 
rub in March, and one of the officers 
said -that a number of: long-term im- 
prisurments had resulted. He also ex- 
plained that while the. actual spying 
was being done by men, the. informa@- 
tion obdtained was in most cases caf~ 
ried out of the country by women, 80 
that for some time jt-has been,.very 
difficult for women to get permission 
te leave the Central Empires, and quite 
recently the order went: out that no 
woman who could not be vouch for 
by some responsible official. was to 
have permission to use the ~Balkan 
train. 

On the whole, it has become almost 
impossible now to cross a’ border of the 
central group of belligerents.. A veri- 
table gauntlet of examinations has to be 
run by the would-be traveler before the 
necessary poners are obtained. ‘These 
permits and visés- have now been stand- 
ardized in Germany, _Austria-Hunery, 
Bulgaria, and Turkey.

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“OF AUSTRALIANS 
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German-Born, Will See the 
War Through. 


RAISE 360,000 VOLUNTEERS 
Fighting Force Can Be Increased 
to 600,000, W. W. For- 
woed Asserts Here. 


WwW. W. Forwood, President of the As- 
sociated Chambers of Manufacturers of 
Australia, a member of the Australian 
War Council and President of the Munici- 
pal Council of the City of Adelaide, 
talked yesterday of Australia and the 
war, the future business, and other re- 
lations of the continent with this coun- 
try, the Japanese situation, and other 
matters of present day interest. Mr. 
Forwood has been in this caypntry several 
weeks, but yeSterday’s was his first 
public utterance. He left New York on 
his way back to Australia yesterday 
afternoon. 

‘The Australians,” said he, ‘‘ are de- 
termined to see this war through to the 
end, and with them the only end possi- 
ble is a complete and absolute allied 
victory, and when I say: this I believe 
firmly ‘that I speak also for those 
Australians of German parentage, who 
in this war have proved themselves 
loyal. and true citizens of the Common- 
wealth. 

In Australia our population is less than 
5,000,000 and yet today we have already 
sent, of have in camps ready to send, 
more than 360,000. of our best young 
men, and ev one of these men is a 
volunteer. lurtnermore, Australia stands 
ready whenever the word comes to in- 
crease this wehting . force to 600,000 men. 

‘There is hardly a family in all 
Australia that does not number one or 
more sons or near relatives among our 
fighting units in Europe. I myself have 
two sons at the front, pom in France 
and the other in Egyp The war is 
now costing the Cammdewrecith of Aus- 
tralia more than $5,000,000 every week, 
but this counts little in the opinion of 
our people when the great issue in- 
volved is taken into consideration. 

‘The Right Hon, Andrew Fisher, for- 
mer Premier of Australia and now Lord 
High Commissioner for the Common- 
wealth in London, said, when Premier, 
that Australia stood ready to spend her 
last farthing and give her last son to 
the mother country in this war. What 
he said expressed in a nutshell, so to 
Bpeak, the attitude of Australia ‘in this 
war. nd the women are @ unit with 
the men in the fight.’’ 

“Do you bélieve that the relations 
between the United States and Aus- 
tralia will undergo any change as a 
result of this war?’’ Mr. Forwood was 


asked, 

**1 believe,” he answered, ‘ that there 
is an opening for greater trade between 
this country and my own. I believe the 
economic relations between the two 
countries will be strengthened, because 
we in Australia are convinced that a 
great deal of the money that we paid-in 
the course of trade to Germany before 
the war can and will be spent in the 
United Staies. ‘Avatralia produces a 
great many things that America needs 
and you produce a great deal that we 
need, and there is no reason in the world 
why both countries should not lay 
by the changed economic conditions 
bg are to be one of the results of this 

ar 

“IT cannot make it too emphatic when 
I say that we of Australia have de- 
termined that we will do no business 
with Germany, and I am confident that 
this situation will obtain for a ,Sreat 
many years to come. 

“In Australia we have many cftizens 
of German origin and we have nesfault 
to find with them, neither do wé”’ Have 
any feeling of hatred against the Ger- 
man people as a people. But we do 
detest the German system which has 
brought all this misery into the world. 
You ask if Australia has been, overrun 
with spies as was the case of Belgium 
and France. To, that question I must 
answer no. We have had a few cases, 
but very few. The Germans in Aus- 
tralia have proved themselves splendid 
colonists.” 

Mr. Forwood was asked to say some- 
thing about the Australian system for 
the military training of the youth of the 
Commonwealth, a system which many 
American army. officers and . other 
American citizens have urged as the 
best solution of the preparedness prob- 
lem in this country. 

“Our s ~ or for teeming our youths,” 
he replied, ‘‘ has justified itself in every 
possible respect. It has made possible 
the quick mobilization of our forces and 
has simplified the whole military prob-

WASHINGTON, May'30.—The Republi- 
can advocates of a bigger building pro- 
gtam for the navy won a partial victory 
in the House today when, r14 to 104, the 
House amended the naval budget to pro- 
vide for fifty submarines instead of the 
twenty proposed by the .Democrats of 
the Naval Affairs 
other amendments to the building pro- 
gtam offered by the Republicans were 
voted down. 

Of the fifty submarines authorized, 
forty-seven will be of the coast defense 
type and three will be ocean-going sub- 
mersibles of the 800-ton type. 

About a score of Democrats joined the 
Republicans in voting for a larger num- 
ber of submarines. The vote was taken 
in Committee of the Whole, where 
a rollcall cannot be ordered, but the 
minority believe the submarine amend- 
ment will stay in the bill on its final 
Passage in the House. 

Secretary Daniels was a visitor upon 
the House floor during the compara- 

tively brief debate on the naval budget 
*| tas afternoon. He was present when 
| the mémbers recorded their vote ‘by tel- 
| lers for fifty submarines. 

The amendment sponsored by the Re- 
publicans to authorize two dreadnoughts 
was defeated, 180 to,114. The bill makes 
no provision for dreadnoughts, but au- 
thorizes the construction of five battle 
cruisers.

Mr. Fassler contended that the will 
was invalid because it was ‘‘ equivalent 
to putting a price on the head of a 
person and offering an inducement for 
the termination of his life.” hief 
Judge Willard. Bartlett of the Court of 
Appeals, who wrote the opinion, said: 

‘There is no doubt that under the 
terms of Mr, Seaman’s will the prin- 
cinal sum of one-third of his estate 
which is to be held for the benefit of 
his daughter, Mrs. Oakley, cannot go to 
her absolutely so long as Mr. Fassler 
lives. She contends on the present ap- 
peal, or rather Mr. Fassler contends for 
her, that the conditions designed to pre- 
vent her marriage to him are void, as 
against public policy, because they put 
a price upon his life; because they violate 
the natural and inalienable rights of 
Fassler to security of life and liberty, 
and because they are in derogation of 
rights secured to his person by the Con- 
stitution of the United States and of the 
State of New York. 

“We are unable to see how they vio- 
late any constitutional right of Mr Wane: 
ler, but the point that the conditions in 
rectraint of marriage with him are in- 
valid is intelligible and one which the 
appellant is entitled to have considered.”’

Discoverer of Six Planets Walves 
the Right to Name Them, So a 
Voting Contest May Be Held. 





Tomorrow is to be “Allied Bazaar 
Ticket Day,’’ it was announced yester- 
day by the committee which is to make 
a city-wide canvas to sell 500,000 tickets 
for the bazaar which opens at Grand 
Central Palace on Saturday. It is ex- 
pected that mora than 100 motor cars 
containing well known women will form 
at the Plaza, Fifty-ninth Street and 
Fifth, Avenue, and parade through the 
principal thoroughfares, each car covered 
with the colors of the nine allied nations, 
and its occupants wearing -insignia 
designating their “Ticket Day" rank 
and battalion. 

At noon tomorrow, several opera sing- 
ers and theatrical stars, the committee 
said, would invade the financial district 
with bazaar tickets. Mary Garden has 
been elected Captain of a group made up 
of: Marie Tempest, Valli Valli, Hdna 
Wallace Hopper, Audrey Maple,. and 
Grace Fields, while Princess Troubetz- 
koy, Lady egg ey and Mrs. woes 
Astor Chanler, heading a Stock Ex- 
change Battalion, have also promised 
their aid for the ticket canvass, and will 
sell tickets on the floors of the dif- 
ferent exchanges. A thoerepnes tickets 
will be offered for sale by the women. 

Another plan, it was announced, is to 
have at least 100 young women now 
playing in Broadway theatres sell 

ickets on.the curb market. There will 
also be a Tarrytown group of Ticket 
Day workers who will canvasg the rail- 
road stations and trolley terminals dur- 
ing the rush hour in that town. Miss 
Elsie Janis will be in charge. 

Mrs. Walter Maynard will be in charge 
or a group which will be stationed alon 
Fifth Avenue, between Forty-second an 
Fecrty-third Streets. 

Several Fifth Avenue shops have de- 
clared tomorrow a half holiday, so that 
young women employes may help in the 
sale of tickets. -There will be a group 
made up of models, representing several 
well-known couturiers, who. will 
masked and will be known as_ the 
**Masked Mannikins.””’ The Industrial 
Battalion will be composed of several 
hundred members of the Y. W. C. A., 
who will distribute tickets in their places 
of employment. Each group is to be 
captained by a well-known society wo- 
man. 

An automobile division, headed by Miss 
Gertrude Robinson Smith, will cover the 
upper Fifth Avenue district and parts of 
the city not reached by the other groups. 
The Russian and Japanese sections of 
the automobile division, according to 
plans, will be picturesque. Miss Flora 
Revelles of the Serge de Diaghileff Rus- 
sian Ballet will lead the battalion as a 
prominent daughter of Nippon. The wo- 
men will be dressed in native costume 
and will be accompanied by two uni- 
formed couriers. . 

To stimulate interest in the suburbs 
Francis Roche will drive his tally-ho, 
containing a party, from White Plains to 
Twenty-third Street and Fifth Avenue, 
and during the trip stops wilt be made 
for the sale of tickets. A second tally-ho 
and motor-car battalion will leave White 
Plains an hour after Mr. Roche and his 
Party, but will take a diffegent.route.

GIVES 6 PLANETS TO BAZAAR. 


Discoverer -Surrenders Right - to 
Name Them—Voting Contest. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PRINCETON, N. J., May 380.—An- 
nouncement was made here today that, 
in connection with the New Jersey De- 
partment of the Allied Bazaar, there 


would be a popularity contest of States, 
cities, colleges, and famous men. The 
six names getting the highest number of 
votes will be given to six newly discov- 
ered and as yet unnamed heavenly 
bodies, after which scientists will know 
the six little planets by the names 
awarded in the contest. 

The six planets—asteroids, they are 
called—were discovered by the Rev. J. 
H. Metcalf, the internationally famous 
amateur astronomer of Winchester, 
Mass. It is usually the custom for dis- 
coverers to name their discoveries them- 
selves,. but through the efforts of Dr. 
Metcalf’s colleague, Professor Henry 
Norris Russell of Ng er cn the privi- 
lege has been granted to the bazaar and 
the proceeds of the contest will go to the 
cause of the Allies. The plans for the 
contest are being formulated by a com- 
mittee, of which President John Grier 
Hibben and Professor Augustus Trow- 
bridge, the physicist, are members. 

Formerly all planets were named after 
Latin mythological characters, but the 
list of such names has long since been 
exhausted. Now the only condition is 
that the names be feminine. The Inter- 
national Committee of Astronomers must 
register the names, and, as this com- 
mittee is composed mostly of Germans, 
it was hinted here that there might ‘be 





some difficulty were the successful 
names ‘‘ Wilsonia,’’ ‘“* Rooseveltia,’’ or 
** Hughesia.’’ 


At present the planets are known by 
the numbers under which they have been 
officially listed. They are from twenty 
to thirty miles. in diameter, about the 
size of a county, and their orbits are 
— 6,000,000 to 276,000,000 miles from 
the sun.

‘BHING’s forces at Parral and the First 
Chief had not chosen to be so per- 
sistent in his unwarrantable demands 
that our punitive expedition should be 
withdrawn before he had made ade- 
quate preparation himself to restore 
order in Northern Mexico, it is not 
unlikely that all of the American 
troops would have recrossed the border 
before this. CARRANZA needlessly com- 
plicated the situation. There is evi- 
dence now that he sees. the light. 
PERSHING is still in Mexico, but he has 
‘done practically all he can do there, 
ind a gradual withdrawal of our sol- 
may be leoked for. At present 
“the TYelations between the two coun- 
tries are perfectly clear and friendly. 
The interventionists %f both nationali- 
ties must have, lost hope. With a 
strong guard hereafter on both sides 
of the border, there can “be scant op- 
portunities to arouse American indig- 
nation, which is what the interven- 
tionists rely upon to provoke the war 
they believe would be beneficial to 
their interests. 
As a matter of fact, the American 
“people have maintained a calm out- 
Took on Mexican relations in the face 
of many annoying facts. The country 
‘has not. betrayed the slightest inclina- 
tion to wreak vengeance on Mexico. 
The vast majority of American people 
are strongly in favor of letting the 
Constitutionalists proceed as best they 
can in their efforts to restore peace 
and form a stable Government, and 
tendering them such helpful assistance 
as we may be able to give. There 
may be further unpleasant develop- 
mients from time to time. A people 
who have been living in a state bor- 
dering on anarchy for more than five 
years cannodt be easily quieted. But 
there are no disturbing signs at pres- 
ent. 








“PORK,” POLITICS, AND THE NAVY 
Senator TiILLMAN’s protest against 
the extravagance of the River and 
Harbor bill was unavailing, and it 
has passed the Senate with all the ob- 
noxious amendments, but happily with 
the desirable appropriation for deep- 
ening the Hast River channel restored. 
The bill if it becomes a law will entail 
‘an expenditure of $44,000,000. As 
Senator Ti1Lman has said that money 
thus used will be taken from funds 
which should be applied to national 
defense, he may not feel justified in 
carrying out his plan to provide for a 
much greater naval extension than 
“the House Naval bill calls for. In 
any case, the Senate’s consideration 
of that measure must be postponed 
until after June 19, and there will not 
be much time then for constructive 
work on the measure. It must become 
a jlaw by July 1 or the much-needed 
work of naval réorganization cannot 
proceed. The bill provides inade- 
quately for the upbuilding of the navy, 
_ but as a whole it is less objectionable 
‘than the Military bill. If steps are 
taken as soon as it is signed by the 
President to expedite the building of 
the new battle cruisers it will be at 
d least a good beginning in naval pre- 
paredness. 

Meanwhile the Republican politicians 
in the House will make the most of 
their opportunity to ‘get political cap-

Great Britain has been a food-im- 
porting nation for so long that her 
condition in that/respect was thought 
to be permanent, hence one reason for 
a navy powerful enough to protect her 
overseas food arteries against any hos- 
tile power that might undertake to 
starve her. That had been the prob- 
lem of Athens in classic times, hence 
the sea power of Athenians, upon 
which everything else depended. But 
although the British Navy has proved 
equal to that task, and does protect 
the people’s access to outside food sup- 
plies, there is yet a food problem in 
England. -The production of things 
which in riormal times were exchanged 
for food, and at the same time the di- 
version of ships from food carrying to 
military uses, have made it more diffi- 
cult both to pay for food otherwise 
than in gold, which is limited, and to 
effect its transportation. Thus food 
prices have enormously risen. 

According to a table prepared by 
the British Board of Trade, the aver- 
age increase in the cost of food has 
been 49 ‘per cent. A propaganda of 
education in food conservation has 
been undertaken. The people are ad- 
jured to economize, especially in the 
eating of meat. But the matter does 
not end there. The thought arises of 
adopting an agricultural policy by 
which England shall not only increase 
her own food production immediately, 
to meet unusual conditions, but 
make herself almost, if not quite, 
self-sustaining in the future. That is 
possible. The main difficulties are 
political and technical. There is land 
enough. It requires only to be inten- 
sively cultivated. Therefore it is be- 
ginning to be demanded that the Gov- 
ernment take the necessary steps to 
increase the rural population. 

In his book, “‘ Agriculture After the 
War,” A. D. HALL, who was a mem- 
ber of the Committee employed to 
survey conditions, proposes ‘that’ the 
State should encourage farming “ by 
“ guaranteeing either a minimum price 
“for wheat or an annual payment for. 
“each additional acre put under the 
“plow "—that is, ‘to subsidize, agri- 
culture. One can see already how this 


idea will intensify and complicate the} 


chronic land question in England. All 
this food consciousness is an inter- 
esting development of Europe’s war 
experience and may,entail such con- 
sequences in the future as will greatly 
affect international economic relation- 
ships. If England, with her relatively 
small area of land in ratio to the 
population, could become self-sustain- 
ing in food, then any nation could, 
and if all nations did, the character 
of trade between peoples would be 
considerably changed.

PUTTING TEETH IN THE INCOME 


It is proposed to increase the in- 
come tax collections at top and bot- 
tom. The rate of supertax is to be 
increased in order that the wealthy 
may pay an enlarged proportion of 
the cost of Government. That is a 
policy which grows by what it feeds 
on, until the conditions arrive which 
show that a limit has been reached.

The varieties of in- 
feriority are, therefore, many, and irre- 
sponsibility, at least from the stand- 
point of social safety, attaches to few 
if any of them. A fact which the writer 
failed to emphasize, as he was consider-

Yesterday’s announcements of great 
damage to the growing crops by storms 
were highly significant of dangers 
against which no effective precautions 
can be taken. As for the assertion that 
such a “bad year” as the last one 
cannot be followed by another of the 
same sort, hope speaks therein, not 
knowledge. As a matter of fact, the 
year after a bad year is just as likely 
to be bad as any other. Meteorologic 
averages do exist, but they are .often 
slow in working out. 

The truth is that the only known 
quantity in this German problem is the 
area planted.. That they can measure, 
but what they will reap from it they 
can only guess, as yet, and the guesses 
may all be wrong.

WHAT IN INDIA WANTS. 


Liberty Like That of Canada or 
-South Africa. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With reference to the report of the inter- 
view which Lord Hardinge, the recently re- 
tired Viceroy of India, granted to your London 
representative, I have the honor to crave the 
hospitality of your columns for one or two ob- 
servations relating thereto. ~ A careful read- 
ing of Lord Hardinge’s utterance will show 
that it was mainly due to his masterly diplo- 
macy that he could save the situation in 
India. He identified himself with the aspira- 
tions of the Indians and raised hopes which 
relieved the tension that existed between the 
rulers and the ruled. Yet the fact that 
within one year hundreds had to be placed 
before ceurts for trial for seditious con- 
spiracies and thousands for seditious dacoity 
amply establishes that the situation was by 
no means free from danger. The tribunals 
which decided these conspiracy cases have 
held that these conspiracies were widespread 
in their ramifications. Lord Hardinge ad- 
mits the existence of a party of revolution- 
aries, whom he calls ‘ desperate and danger- 
ous,’’ and whom he chooses to designate as 
*‘anarchists.’" They are not, however, -‘‘ an- 
archists’’ in the real sense of the term, be- 
cause they are not opposed to the institu. 
tions of Government, property, marriage, &c. 
All they want is a National Government. 
But even if this party be ignored, there is 
sufficient in the sayings of those whose co- 
operation Lord Hardinge had in his work to 
amply establish that India is thoroughly dis- 
satisfied with British rule. Read the speech 
that was deliveret by the President of the 
Indian National Congress that held its last 
meeting in December, 1915, at Bombay—a 
gentleman who was the first Indian ap- 
pointed to a Cabinet post in India. The 
British Indian Cabinet has only one Indian 
out of.seven. This speech, if properly stud- 
fed, will show the extent and the nature of 
the Indian unrest and discontent. Along 
with it may also be read the speech of the 
President of another organization, which held 
its sitting at the same time in the same city, 
representing the 70,000,000 of Mussulmans. 
Lord Hardinge has mentioned how his Gov- 
ernment tried to meet the unanimously ex- 
pressed opinion of the -nonofficilal members 
of the Viceroy’s Legislative Council on cer- 
tain questions. But he has. omitted to tell 
you that in the case of the most important 
of these questions his recommendation was 
not accepted by the home Government.. His 
Government recommended that the amount 
of duty on imported cotton goods be en- 
hanced and the excise duty on goods made 
in the country~ be abolished, but the Gov- 
ernment in England refused to do so. That 
shows the impotency of the Government of 
India as at present constituted. This is not 
the first time that such a recommendation 
made by the Government of India was disre- 
garded by the home Government in the in- 
terest of English industries. It has happened 
more than once in the past. Then Lord 
Hardinge did not tell your representative how 
impossible it was for the nonofficial mem- 
bers of the Viceroy’s Council to be unani- 
mous because among the thirty; members 
representing 315,000,000 of India’s population 
there are several Englishmen and othera who 
got into the Council by Government nomina- 
tion. 

The Government of India, as at present 
constituted, has no power to lay down policy 
and the people of the country have no woice 
in laying down that policy. India is gov- 
erned from Whitehall; London, and in the 
interests of England primarily. That is the 
keynote of the whole situation. The Indian 
Nationalist wants the Government of India 
to be free and unfettered except by what is 
in the interests of India, and that this Gov- 
ernment .be manned by the Indians. He 
wants for India a position similar to the 
one occupied by Canada or South Africa.

Famous» ‘American Dostrines: 
Morristown School, May 20, ioe. : 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
As the European war and the Mexican 
situation. are constantly directing our 


thoughts toward the Monroe Doctrine it}: 
.is time for us, as a nation, to form a 


perfectly definite idea as to its mean- 
ing so that there may be a uniform in- 
terpretation..of that. policy’ by future 
Governments of this country. In a spe- 
cial. message to Congress on March. 15, 
1826, J. Q. Adams said that the new 
South American republics had invited 
the United States ‘to send representa- 
tives’ to.a congress to be held at Panama 
for the discussion of ‘* American in- 
terests,’’” and that he was anxious to 
aceept their invitation.. In this message, 
delivered March 15, 1826, Mr. Adams 
stated very clearly to what extent, 
under the Monroe. Doctrine, we were 
liable for securing the interests of the 
other American republics from foreign 
interference. 


The purpose of this Government is to con- 
cur with the South American republics in 
‘no means which would impart hostility to 
Europe. * * * Should it, be deemed ad- 
visable to contract any. conventional en- 
gagement on this topic, our views would 
extend no further than to a mutual pledge 
of the parties to maintain the principle 
in application to its own territory, and to 
permit ‘no ‘colonial lodgments or establish- 
ment of European jurisdiction upon its own 
soil, anid with respect to the obtrusive in- 
terference from abroad, * * * a joint 
declaration of its character and éxposure of 
it to the world may be probably all that 
the occasion would require. 

These are the words of Mr. Adams, a 
member of Monroe’s: Cabinet, who was 
filling the position of Secretary of State, 
from which department that doctrine 
emanated, and written at a time when 
he himself was laying it down for the 
adoption of all American nations in the 
proposed congress at Panama. The fact 
that this congress was never held does 
not detract from .the historical. im- 
portance of this statement by Mr. 
Adams. The Republic of Colombia had 
proposed that the new doctrine should be 
enforced by the joint and united efforts 
of all the States to be represented in 
Congress, and it was in reply to. this 
proposal: that Mr. Adams showed the 
extent to which the doctrine was meant 
to apply. 

The recent convention held in the 
United States, composed of delegates 
from the A B C powers, was an at- 
tempt on the part of this Government to 
settle the Mexican question and to show 
the South American countries that the 
responsibility for keeping law and order 
in this hemisphere, whether threatened 
from within or from without, was as 
much their concern as ours. President 
Wilson’s efforts to bring peace to Mexico 
in this way were distinctly at variance 
to the principle of the Monroe Doctrine 
as understood by J. Q. Adams, and, as- 
suming that Mr. Wilson would pursue 
a similar course were the sovereignty 
of any South American republic threat- 
ened by a foreign power, he would be 
equally at fault from a historical stand- 
point. Mr. Cleveland, on the Venezuela 
boundary dispute; placed the United 
States in the position of protector to 
her weaker South American sisters, and 
from his.action, admirable as it was 
from a national standpoint, another dis- 
torted meaning was given to this memor- 
able document. 

Possibly Mr. Wilson’s course in the 
Mexican question did much to alter this 
latter view of gratuitous protection by 
the United States, and established a bet- 
ter feeling between the South American 
countries and our own. The fact re- 
mains, however, that there’ has never 
been a uniform interpretation of the 
Monroe Doctrine, and for this reason we 
cannot escape the just criticism of other 
nations that our foreign policy is based 
on expediency rather than on principle. 
If our foreign policy is to be based upon 
the Monroe Doctrine let us first agree 
what that doctrine means so that we 
may be consistent in our application of 
it. Only in this way can we expect to 
avoid future trouble and many un- 
necessary complications.

The fact is recog- 
nized by the best musicians “and reputable 
managers. alike that the time has passed for 
“freakish mannerisms.’”” Only those who 
cannot attract in any legitimate way resort 
to them.

ernment in fact put. forth a pronuncia- 
mento. For this reason the last two 
paragraphs of its reported views are 
startling. It is declared that ‘ Ger- 
many not’ only’ will not permit any for- 
eign influence to be exerted on her in- 
ternai affairs, but also will most posi- 
tively decline to -have such ‘questions 
brought up for discussion’ there,’”’ and 
that ‘no offer of mediation or attempt 
to pave-the way to peace negotiations 
can be entertained, for a moment by 
Germany which seek to take into ac- 
count who is to blame for the outbreak 
of the war.’’ Have we here merely 
another instance pf the German Gov- 
ernment’s inability to appreciate. the 
world’s reasoning?. After protesting 
loudly for nearly two years that it did 
not begin the war, and that the in- 
ternal affairs of Germany are the ad- 
miration of the whole world, the Ger- 
man Government, for some. reason, 
puts itself, in ‘the position of a fugitive 
from justice by avowing that it will 
permit neither of the grave charges 
brought against it to be adjudicated 
impartially. Each caveat is quite in-, 
telligible as a mental reservation; as a’ 
pronunciamento: it 1s a recoulade, the 
more £0 since it could be (and. probably 
has peen) announced to intending me- 
diators ‘diplomatically. Why so much 
noise in a matter that would seem to 
require no noise? That both caveats, 
like the first paragraphs pf the’ report, 
should be a ‘‘ bluff” is hardly cred- 
ible. The bluff of the opening para- 
graphs is played admirably. For Ger- 
many holds, from a military point of 
view, a “full house,” and her ad- 
versaries ‘must call her hand if they 
want a showdown, But who ever 
heard of bluffing on the strength of a 
bobtail flush with the cards face up on 
the table? Even the German Govern- 
ment is hardly capable of such stupid- 
ity—unless the apparent bluff conceala 
another bluff. 

There was, in the days preceding. and 
immediately following the outbreak of 
the war, an exceedingly strong senti- 
ment in certain parts of Germany, no- 
tably in Saxony, Baden, and Wiirttem- 
berg, and in certain portions of the 
population, notably among the laboring 
class, (and sdcial democracy,) against 
aggressive action on the. part of the 
Imperial German Government. A peti- 
tion signed by more than two millions 
of the population and trging the avoid- 
ance of war was presented to the Gov- 
ernment only a few. days before Bel- 
gium was invaded. We are altogether 
too quick in our inference that the re- 
markable unity of the German people 
and its apparent docility since the out- 
break of the war spell uncritical sub- 
mission. The German Government: 
draws no such inference. It knows the 
democratizing effect of the war. One 
hundred vears. ago the great-grand- 
father of the present Emperor had to 
reckon with a similar ‘effect after the 
wars of liberation against Napoleon; 
and nearly sixty years later, at the 
conclusion of the .Franco-German -war, 
his son>postponed the! day’ of ‘reckoning: 
only through the political astuteness of 
Bismarck. ‘The. German. Government 
knows that its inability to point to 
substantial gains at the close of the 
war will result in demands for modi- 
fications of the present form of gov- 
ernment, both in the empire and in 
Prussia in particular, and that the ex- 
tent of these demands will depend 
largely on the case against the Govern- 
ment. _ Unless it.can. escape the odium 
of an impartial verdict, reforms will 
hardly stop with a ministry responsible 
to the Reichstag instead of to the Em- 
peror and with universal or equal suf- 
frage in Prussia, The Government can 
hardly hope that the German people 
will, after an impartial verdict, credit 
the fairy tale industriously peddled 
throughout the land to the effect that 
France began the war by an attempt 
to invade Germany through Switzerland.

Raider, 
Who Was Terror to the North, 
Expires in Washington at 82. 


HE WAS NEVER CAPTURED 


Kidnapped General Stoughton on 
One of His Daring Exploits—His 
Services After the Civil War. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 30. — Colonel 
John Singleton Mosby, the noted Con- 
federaie raider, died this morning at 
Garfield Hospital in this city. Colonel 
Mosby was in his 88d year. He had 
been ill. six months and was taken to 
the hospital three weeks ago. Colonel 
Mosby’s body will be interred at War-

Colonel John Singleton Mosby, one 
of the most picturesque figures of 
the civil war, was born in Pow- 
hatan County, Virginia, on Dec. 6, 
1833. .He was one of ‘*‘ Jeb” Stuart's 
men, and it’,.as due to the interest that 
Stuart took in him that he was able to 
organize his famous band of guerrillas, 
a little body of a few hundred men 
who, under his skillful and daring lead- 
ership, were able to make as much 
trouble for the Northern forces as a 
whole big army could under ordinary 
circumstances. Entire brigades were 
sent after him and a big price was 
placed on his head, but he was always 
able to give his pursuers the slip, and 
when he slipped, as a rule, he carried 
something with him, but Mosby was 
never caught and the reward was never 
won. 

When the war started Mosby was a 
struggling young lawyer in Bristol, the 
quaint little town which stands on the 
border line of Tennessee and Virginia, 
half in one State and half in the other. 
He had graduated from the University 
of Virginia. He was one of the first 
to volunteer for service as a private 
trooper in the First Virginia Cavalry, 
of — ““Jeb’’ Stuart was the Col- 
one 





Promoted to a Scout. 


He was at the first battle of Bull Run, 
and at the end of the first year of the 
war he had been promoted to a scout 
and was one of: Stuart’s most trusted 
men. In this first year of his service 
Mosby was being schooled for the work 
that was later to make his name a 
household word in every part of .Ameri- 
ca. In a lot of ways he was like his 
great chieftain, Stuart. It was the Sum- 
mer of 1862, and McClellan’s army faced 
the Army of Northern Virginia in front 
of Richmond. He had taken part in 
Stuart’s great ride around McClellan’s 
army in June, 1862. 

One afternoon that Summer, 
sent for Mosby, the scout. Stuart want- 
ed certain information concerning Mc- 
Clellan’s forces and selected Mosby as 
the man to get the information. Stuart 
told Mosby to ride around the right 
flank of the Union Army and see if he 
could find out what McClellan was do- 
ing. Mosby did so and found out noth- 
ing. He was about to turn his horse 
and start back to Stuart’s headquarters, 
when suddenly, as he afterward told the 
story, he decided to keep on riding 
until he did find out something. 

For miles Mosby rode, and when he 
stopped he was in the rear of McClel- 
lan’s army of 100,000 men. Mosby rode 
back to his chief and told him of. his 
having been able to penetrate clear to 


Stuart 


-the rear of McClellan’s army, and sug- 


gested the organization of a special force 
of picked men to ride in the rear of the 
enemy and harass him. 

In the Winter of 1862-63 Mosby re- 
ceived an independent command, and.on 
the night of March &, 1883, Mosby made 
a raid in which he captured , General 
Stoughton, with forty men and 200 
horses. 

General Ulysses S. Grant prevented the 
execution of Colonel Mosby by hang- 
ing, and the Confederate soldier never 
forgot that act of mercy. He. .stumped 
the State of Virginia for General Grant 
when the latter was a candidate for 
President of the United States, and was 
appointed. Consul at Hongkong, where 
he remained seven years. Afterward he 
was a special land agent for the Fed- 


eral Government in Colorado and an at-: 


torney in the Department of Justice. Of 
recent years he had written much, his 
publications including ‘‘ Mosby’s War 
Reminiscences,’’ ‘The Dawn of the 
Real South,’” and ‘ Stuart’s Cavalry 
Campaign.”’ ‘

IN N.Y. Y.C. TRIALS 


J. E. Hayes’s Zilph Leads New 
One-Design in Their 
First Race. 


Zilph, owned by James B. Hayes, Jr., 
proved to be the best of the new Her- 
reshoff one-design forty-foot sloops, a 
dozen of which have been built for 
members of the New York Yacht Club, 
in their first trial in the races for the 
Spring cups sailed off the Glen Island 
course yesterday. It was not a thor- 
ough test of the new craft and was not 
accepted as such, either by the winner 
or any of the hundreds who watched 
the races from the decks of the many 
steamers and sailing craft which fol- 
lowed the boats over the course, 
agreed that, as a rule, the sails did not 
entirely fit the yachts as they will later, 
and the handlers were so wholly unfa- 
miliar with the boats that they could 
not be expected to get the best out of 
them until they had come to know bet- 
mien ser crankinesses and their best 
points. 

Far from being the handsomest boats 
in the Sound fleet, the ‘‘ forties’ showed 
good sailing possibilities, showed 
themselves to be stiff, dry, quick in 
stays, and admirable cruising craft, for 
which they were designed rere: 
Their bigger brothers, the ‘** fifties,’ 
well seasoned as they are by two sea- 
sons of racing, showed their heels 
quickly to the new craft and outfooted 
and outsailed them handily. Even the 
smaller ‘‘ thirties ’’ showed bape gd on 8 to 
better advantage in yesterday's trials, 
for the Lena and Okee of this class 
sailed the-course of eighteen and a half 
miles faster than did four of the “ for- 
ties,”” this fact ring emphasized by the 
critics as proof that the newcomers 
were far from being “tuned up’’ for 
their best effort. 

The start of the race, which enlisted 
the three one-design class of the 
New York Yacht Club, was made off 
Glen Cove and extended out into the 
Sound to a point off Greenwich, Conn., 
a distance of nine and one-fourth miles, 
northeast one-eighth north from Wool- 
sey’s Reef. This gave the craft a run 
before the wind to the turning mark and 
a beat home. ‘There was a light south- 
west wind, shifting to westerly, which 
gave the craft an easy and dry time 
throughout the run. 

The “‘ fifties’’ were the first to get 
under way, * omg ] their way daintily 
through the fleet of twenty-three racers 
which were manoeuvring about Commo- 
dore Baker’s steamer Viking, at the dis- 
posal of the Race Committee for the day, 
making a an ompge 4 nautical picture to 
the parties who ronged the decks of 
the huge steam yachts, J. P. Morgan’s 
Corsair, Alex. Smith Cochran's Warrior, 
BE. C. Benedict’s Oneida, Leonard Rich- 
ard’s Carola, J. C. and A. N. Brady’s 
auxiliary schooner Atlantic, James B. 
Ford’s Katherine, Hen Walters’s 
Narada, F. G. Bourne’s Alberta, M. F, 
Plant’s Vanadis, the Parthenia, Kalmia, 
Emeline, Ansantawae, Forbes Cameron’s 
Conewango, and a large fleet of lesser 
craft. 

When the starting gun was fired the 
Grayling, with J. P. Morgan at the 
tiller, and the Carolina, with George 
Nichols sailing her, slipped away across 
the line together and at once leaded for 
the Long Island shore toward Mattini- 
cock Point for a luffing match, while 
Ventura, with Commodore George F. 
Baker, Jr., at the wheel, and H. P. 
Whitney, sailing Barbara, spread their 
spinnakers and balloon sails and went 
straight for the mark up the Sound 
toward the Westchester and Connecticut 
shore. 

Five minutes later the new racers in- 
troduced themselves to the watchful 


244%4| waiters on board the craft of noncom- 


batants,. and the sailors of the 
‘forties’ had timed their movements 
so well that Dolly Bowen,. Zilph, Jes- 
sica, Squaw, and Maisie all slipped over 
the line in a prettily compact bunch, all 
on the starboard tack, with all their 
canvas stretched to the -whispering 
winds. Black Duck broke her rudder 
just as she was crossing the line and at 
once retired. - 

Only Mistral of the “ forties es- 
sayed the route taken by Grayling and 
Carolina, these three hoping that the 
reach they were making might lead to 
benefits from wind and tide which 
those who had essayed a straight run 
for the mark might not get when they 
reached the open ‘Sound. The other 
twenty sped away with bellying sails 
full of wind, and by the end of half the 
run they showed that their skippers had 
anne the wiser way of ing the 
rip. 

Barbara, cleverly handled by Harry 
Payne Whitney, was the first of the 
fleet to round the mark and head into 
the wind for the run to the finish line. 
Ventura was close at her heels, and 
Carolina and Grayling, which had come 
over from the Long Island shore on a 
second reach, followed about two min- 
utes later. While the big ones were 
kicking up the spray in their windwa 
work, perhaps a mile ahead of the fleet, 
the first of the “ forties,”” Rowdy, swept 
gracefully around the mark and started 
for home. Katherine and Jessica fol- 
lowed shortly after, and then came 
Doily Bowen, Mistral, and Zilph well 
together. The three latter tacked at 
once and went to the west shore—a 
sensible proceeding, as the final result 
showed, since they got much the best of 
the wind, which was slowly dying down. 
Then Zilph took a decided lead and held 
it through her long. tacks, which 
brought her to. the front of her class 
and the possession of the first of the 
cups sailed for by her class. 

It was the “fifties ’’ which furnished 
the liveliest sport in this run to the 
finish. They all got together off Green- 


wich and fought it out like a quartet Z 


of racers struggling through the home- 
stretch to the finish. All made a long 
tack from the near Connecticut shore 
for the mark off Glen Cove, hoping to 
make it without having to come about 
again. But tides swept them toward 
the Long Island shore, so that when 
within a half mile of the finish they all 
had to tack, as none could luff across. 
In the struggle for position which fol- 
lowed, Barbara got the best of it, 
barely nosing out Ventura, with both 
Grayling and Carolina but two minutes 
behind them. and only-a second apart. 
Commodore Baker at once reported his 
yacht Ventura disqualified, as he had 
sailed unintentionally across Barbara’s 
course just at the start and forced her 
to come about and so lose valuable 
headway. . 

Zilph, the leader of the “ forties,” 
came home alone and luffed across the 
line, with Mistral three minutes behind 
her, and the rest of the fleet well strung 
out behind. Lena and Okee of the 
“ thirties” had the liveliest kind of a 
duel all the. way in from the outer 
mark, the former winning by a minute 
and a second.

The purace was reviewed 
by Rear Admiral Nathaniel B. Usher of 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, Brig. Gen. J. 
G. Eddy, N. G. N. Y.; Borough Presi- 
dent Lewis H. Pounds, Grand Marshal 
Robert Forfar, and Past Commanders of 
the G Joseph W. Kay, Michael J. 
Cummings, and James D. Bell. 

As the Zouaves, clad in their faded 
blue blouses and red trousers, with the 
yellow tassels of their turbans waving in 
the breeze, marched as erectely and 
smartly-as they could considering their 
age, they were greeted with storms of 
applause. They had with them the same 
flag they carried into their first fight at 
Port Hudson in 1861. After the Zouaves 
came a detachment of regulars, followed 
by sailors and marines from the battle- 
ships Texas and Arkansas.

The proclamation follows: 

** My. Fellow-Countrymen: 

‘** Many circumstances. have recently 
conspired .to turn our thoughts to a 
critical examination of the: conditions of 
our national life, of the influences lee 
have seemed to threaten to divide us in 
interest-and sympathy, of forces within 
and‘ forces’ without that seemed likely 
to draw us away from the happy tradi- 
tions of united purpose and action of 
which we-have: been so proud. a 

‘*It has, therefore, seemed to me fit- 
ting that I should call your attention 
to: the approach of the anniversary of 
the day: upon which the flag of the: 
United States was adopted by the Con-'! 
gress as the emblem of the Union and 
to suggest to you that it should, this 
year and in thé years to come, be given 
special significance as a day of renewal 
and reminder, -a day upon which ,we 
should direct our. minds with a special 
desire of renewal. to thoughts of. the 
ideals and principles of which we have 
sought to-make our great Government 
the embodiment.
